I'' Divi.non on tlio \',kh of SHj)t(':nl)or, 
and those wlio iitluclu'J i hem.'irlvtf.s lo 
other botlieH of troops sipjipur lo have 
thought that wlmt they wiuu.'ssej in 
their immediate front wus nil tlio bat- 
tle. They were fui'llit:r kejit in ijrnor- 
anoo of wliiil liiul luijiin'iied el.suwliere 
Vv the fact tli.al the Second Divi.-Hioii 
wan tlie only hody of troop.'; wliich at- 
tackled in the dark. For these, among 
other reasonH, only u very dim and 
va'gue idea of the f^'enenil cour.se unil 
incidents of the light ini.s lieen received 
by the people of this couiitry, who tcs 
tify a very strong wi.sh for information 
nidre i-oin|ilete ami authentic. 1 de- 
.siro, therefore, while the interest of 
the pu'ilic iH still keen, aiul while my 
i'nipre.ssions of the action are still frosh, 
to place on record wliat panHed under 
my own obseryation and direction du- 
riii;^ the march and the eiigagemont. 

• ■ Four Highland battnlioiiK, the -tlind, 
75th, J'79th, find Tlth .'numbered tliu.s 
from right to left) , under Major Gen 
' eral Sir Archibald Alison, wore to 
form the leading brigade of the Second 
Division. Un the pn.'viou.s Saturday, 
Sunday, anil Monday they had inareli- 
ed acvo.s.s the desert lictwecn Jsniailiu 
and Kha.ssa.siiin, (uicaiai)iiig on .Mon- 
day .at ihij Jattpr place, where they 
completed tl/o' assetnbly of the fc cp 
destined lo atlac^k. On 'I'uefiday, the 
I'ith, after lughtfall, they struck their 
tents, and assemhli'd ai a jjoint in ilie 

, desert just outsiiie (noriii of) the rail- 
way. As the battalions silently, and 
in darkness, formed up oh this ])hice 
of nasemljly, they seemed to be part — 
as within a few hoarw many of those 
who composed them really were — of a 
world of shadows. 

U'ho place of rendey.s-ous nf the army 
that night, about two mile,f from die 
spot where the Highland Brigade a.v 
Bombled, was a range of sandhills, west 
of Khafiaaasiu camp and the place of 
the Second Division, on the left of die 
line, was the sfiot marked ' Ninth liill' 
on the maji. ISehind this hill was al- 
■ ready drawn up the rear brigade of 
the division, wliost^ cam]; hud biien 
much nearer to it; and when the High- 
lam! Brigade arrived here it was 
moved forward into the desert a thous 
and yards, the distance prescribed, by j 
order, to Ijc innintaiiicfl between the 
brigaues dui-ing the advance. It then ' 
assumed the fonnalicn wliich it kept 
throughout the march end the attack, 

, thus — each half-battalion was formed 

'■ witH" two companies in front, and two 
in rear, und the whole brigade consist- 
ed of a line of Ihe.so Imlf-battalioiis 
tlius fonneil; they were at deploying 
.intervals, and ou a pare.de would have 
preserved spaces between tlieni ecpial to 
the front of two companies, but, as it 
j/^as 'mos'fe desirable that tho men gliould 
.march at ease, those intervals almost 
disappeared, and the brigade presented 
practicallv tbi: appearance of two al- 
jiiost continuous lines, one about lifty 
yards behind tho other, and occupying a 
front of about half a mile. It iium 
bered three thousand iiayonets. The 
rear brigade consisteJ of the 3rd l)att- 
alion of the 60th Rifles, which belong- 
ed to the division, and the -IGth regi- 
ment, which liid not belong to the divis- 
ion, but whioli was joined to the Hi- 

' ties for tlie nonce, in order to cO!n[iose 
a sup[)ortiiig brigado,^in the absence of 
.Wood's, brigade, properly making part 
of the division, which had been left at 
Alexandria. 'J'lii.s smaller brigade was 

•.• formed in contiguous column of battal- 
ions, ani.1, in onler to nuiintuiu touch 
with tho Highlanders, a company of 

... . the miles was extended between them 
in files some fifteen yards apart. Thhs 
ibrigade was . under the command of 
jColonel Asliburnham, of tho Killo.s. 
.and ^numbered fifteen hundred bayon 
ets; and these two brigades, followed 
next morning by a company of I'ligin- 
eers, formed in llie battle tho whole 
force of the Second Division, its artill 
orv and cavalry being allotted el.<je- 
•wliere. 

About three quarters of a mile on 
(lie right of the Socotid Division was 
the First Division, formed in almost 
similar order; tho difle'rcniio being that 
the half-battalions of the lending brig- 
ade were formed in company, instead 
of double con p«ny eolumnB,' and thus 
prfeseht6d the appearance of a line of 
eight columns, e.ach four companies 
^d^ep;., fj Between the two divisions, and 
^^|(|ij8|£|aVa'oi theirrear b^igadcajwas a 



line composed of most of the artillery 
of the army (the divisional bfdiig ad.I- 
ed to the corps artilb'vy for tliu occa- 
sion), numbering forty-two guns, and 
occupying a front of 1,-00 yards.. The 
cavalry with its artillery was ou the 
rijjht of all, and tho Royal Alarine Ar 
tillery, acting as an infantry force, 
and .something under 400 strong, wan 
in rear of all. 

On the ot'i(!r side of the canal was 
what remained of the Indian Conting- 
ent, most of which had been distribut- 
ed about parts of tho communications. 
'I'ho Seaforth Ifighlandcrs and a hody 
amouriting to about another biiit- 
alioa of native lroo])S, being parts of 
three diflerent regiments, with a mule 
battery and some engineers, was -to 
move along (he soudi side of the uanlil^ 
and was not lo advance till an hour ii!- 
ler the rest of the troops; partly, I be- 
lieve, because there were villages in 
the strip ^ of culliviiteil land there 
whence the alarm might be spread, and 
partly hecau.se it was obviously not 
desirable to expose a forcCso.^weak in 
numbers to tho first brunt of the at- 
tack. 

About tivp and a half miles from 
Ninth Hill, lying along sand hills con- 
siderubly elevated above the caniil, and 
extending northwards about three and 
a half miles into the desert, was the 
enemy '.s position. H(! was known to 
have many works there arnieil with 
field artillery, and it was believed that 
he had brought heavier gnns up tiy tin? 
railway, ami stationed thrm on it, 
but tins, together v, ith the numbers of 
tlie defenders, v,-a.s all that was known 
lieliniiely about the position. It is of 
course very didicult for even the moat 
skilful oftieers, when unable to ap- 
proach near lo low jiarapeta and 
trenches madi! in a va.sL surface of 
sand, and carried over uneven t;round, 
to distinguish them witli any de;;ree of 
accuracy. After convi^rsing wiili one 
of these, 1 h id still, like the rest of my 
divi.sion, only a very vague idea of 
wli.it it was that we were going to at- 
tack. Our instructions, generally 
statifd, were to inarch on till wo 
should come upon die enemy, and 
tliijii to attack with the bayonet ; and 
tne better to ensure the execution of 
this, I had directed that the Highland 
Brigade should not load. 

Tel-el-lvehir had been recogni/ed by 
the military ad\'isers of the Kliedive 
for a long while as the point at which 
to take a ihifen.sivo position. It w.is 
on the edge of tho cultivated land, and 
the native army would thus bo in ]ilen 
ty and comfort here, with all the re- 
•source.S of Egypt behind it, while the 
adversary was n.'Stricled to the sands 
of the desert, —and from the (.'anal rose 
directly up, stnaching northward.s, a 
line of elevated sandhills commanding 
the ground over which an enemy must 
advance. Ail this was so well known,' 
that the enemy had long Iteon expected 
to fight his main battle hero. 

Tli(>re was no moon, and llie night 
would have been pitclrdark but for 
llir stars. The long sojoui-n :a Ninth 
Hill, while awaiting the moment to 
advance, was of a sombre kind — we 
Hut in silence on our horsea or ou the 
sand, while comrades moving about ap 
peared as black figures coining out of 
the darkness, unrecognizable e.xce; l by 
tlieii- voici^s. A skuniish liiid taken 
place some ilays before n'.'ar this spot, 
in which inen and horses wore 
slain, and tokens of it were waftetl '.o 
us .sometimes on the breeze. The 
sand, 1 believe, does not deodo'iso or 
ilisinfect what is burieil in it, uid the 
noxious exhalations, so long as they 
arise, are spr(;ad abroad mi the wind, 

hong before the time for the ad- 
vance had arrived we were suddenly 
startled by a loud chimp.ur, ..o{i our 
right, such as might imlicnto the on.iet 
of irregular troops ; and I called .-Vsh- 
buruham'.s brigade to arms. Hut the 
noi.se di(Hl away: it had been occasioned 
by the passage nf a body of our caval- 
rv across the front of troops of the 
First Division, who had been lying 
down — probal)iy sleeping- -and hence 
the alarm. 

Men accustomed to consider military 
(.[UPstions hatl long been agreed that to 
attack a fortified po'iition, adequately 
defended, in Inroad day, wouhl be a des- 
per.atc nndertaking, and that tho rule 
generally followed for many genera 
tions ill iitLacking fortresses must now 
apply, namely, to deliver the a.ssault 
just before dawn. This has been so uni- 
versally recognized, that it is a general 
rule to redouble, in thy hour luefure 
dawn, ])vecautions against attack. 
The assault should be delivered while 
darkness still screens the tissailants, but 
it is evidently not to tho advantage of 
these that the oonflict should be con- 
tinued in the dark. It was therefore 
decided, after consideration of all con- 
tingencies, that my advance should be- 
gin hhorllv after half past one. Ac- 
cordingly, a little bef«rc tliat time, 1 
gave in.slructions to Ooloncl Ashburn- 
liam lo move farward at a particular 
moment, and then rode forward to the 
Highland Brigadi; ; which, though it 
extended, as has been said, half a iniie 
across the desert, was not i>;i.sy to liiul 
in the darkness, .^bout half-past one 
it svas called to arms, and about leu 
minutes afterwards the march on tho 
enemy began. And here 1 niuht ask 
the reader to note that tho northern 
half only of the onemy'K line the 
objfct ' of 'attack. There were no 
troojis between^ mys diyiBiou^-aud, the 



For some distance onward tho en 
gineoiH had erected a line of teh-gra]ih 
[loles to guide n.s, but after tlii>y ceased 
the desert wa.s ab.solntelv trackle.-s. 
Our guides were die stars — had tiie 
night been ovmcast the enterpriso 
would have been impossible — and we 
were steered liy a naval olficer, l.ieii 
tenant Raw.son, who had doubtless 
studied on previous nights the relation 
of t hese ctdestial lieacons to the course 
of our march. The centre of the line 
was the point of direction ; therefore 
bo rode between the centre battalions 
(75th and 79th) of the f[ighland ibi- 
gade. Frequently, in tho course of 
the night, after duly ascertaining what 
dark tigure 1 was addressing, I rejn-e- 
seated to him that his particular star 
was clouded over ; liut he always re 
plieil that he had another in view, a 
seccmd .string lo his i>ow, whieh he 
showed me, anil that he was convinced 
he had not deviated in the least from 
the projier direction, 'V".,| he was 
right ; liis guidance was marvellously 
correct , for his reward, poor fellow, 
he was shot down in the assault, mor- 
tally wounded. ; ■ 

Thus began one of -the moat siugular 
operations 1 h'lve in any w/iy come to 
know of. Ill assaulting the lireacli of 
a fortress before dawn dieie .Tre inaiiv 
means of securing, over a ru.sli of a 
few liLindred yards, a right direction 
for the columns. But here we were 
adrift, but for the 'stars, in'- a' region 
where ro token existed on the- surface 
by Nvbirli to mark the, i-ourse— any 
more than on the ocean witlioul a com- 
liass — and the distance to bi' i r;i\-in-Ki,'d 
was many miles. Lt iiniy safely be 
said that only very well-disciplineil 
troops, commanded by vf^ry good regi 
mental ollicers, could have accomplish- 
(■d the task. Precautions were taken 
to conceal our movement from the ene- 
my ; the men were not allowed to light 
iheir pipes, talking was suppressed, 
words of command were only pusseil 
on in low tones, Nevertheless^ indica- 
tions of our presence would appear — 
j matches were struck to consult w.-itclies, 
the blaze visible at a grout distance in 
I the darkness ; men would someiimes 
I cliutter; and once, a soldier who had 
found means to jU'Ovide himself with 
more liquor than he could quietly carry, 
broke|forth in an uproarious song, and 
other vocal axercises, till, all endeavors 
Lo quiet him proving vain, he was suin- 
marily|knocked down anil gagged. .\ 
few da) s later J heard, on what seemed 
to lie good authority, that, according to 
the statement of prisoners, the enemy's 
horsemen had been retiring;' l>efore tj.'? 
all night, and had carried tfio intelli- 
gence that tho English were coining on 
'in hordes.' Indeed, with ordinaiv 
vigilance on the part of the Mgvptmns, 
it was hardly to be e.^ijected that llii; 
niiiiT.li of an army upon their position, 
across that perfectly open ground, 
could be concealed even by t!i;' screen 
of the night. But, on the ,vhol.-, ,-tiid 
especially after the first mib- or two, a 
dead silence was preserved ; tie- ]iacr, 
owing to the darkness, was necessarily 
slow ; ami weird and ghostly was the 
effect of tho dim Gtreaks, looking liki- 
the shadows of moving clouds, but 
which wore really lines of inr-n, sti al- 
ing over the desert. The surface was 
harder and smoother than any wi- luel 
vet traversed, and could bo discerned, 
when close at hand, to bo dotted over 
with small, pjitches of Hpmo-herbage or 
shrulj. " ■ - . - 

Thqi'e was one halt of about twenty 
minuteH — and it was shortly after the 
march was resumed that an incident 
took place illu^trativo of the precarious 
nature of such an 0[)cration. .V ru 
mour bad ])assed about of liorsonien in 
in our front, the conipaniH.s in tho eeii 
tre had first stopped short, and finally 
halted, while the order to conform to 
this had not extended to tho other 
])iirts of the line. These consequently 
continued to step on, moving uncon- 
sciously around tlie pivot of tin- ci-ntri-, 
until tho wings absolutely faced eai h 
Other at a distance of some fifty yards, 
j Not only was the lino thus derangi'd, 
' but the comjjanies of tho wings, from 
' the inequality of the distance gone 
j over in this circular movement, were 
' in disorder. All this was discovei-ed 
! in lime to ])revent what iniglit. Iia\c 
I been a fatal collision in the case of 
each wing taking the other for an ene- 
my. The brigade stafi"- and the coin- 
tnanders of regiments promptly and 
I almost in silencer set about the restora- 
i lion of order ; the necessary steps were 
j taken with tho greatest patiencr, 
I steadiness, and skill, till the errant 
wings were once more aligned on the 
centre, where the right direction had 
still been maintained by Lieutenant 
Rawson ; and at length, after an inter- 
val of great aiixiHty, the lines once 
more born steadily forward.

Mr. HiiBsell Earp siiid the cu.apany 
were the owner;} of one of the largest 
propertiei iu tho world, and the buHiiieMS 
had now attained gigantic propiirtions, 
and it seemed to him that llie. manage- 
ment on this side had not sutlicient con 
trel over the executive on the other side 
as far aa the land sales went He road 
an extract froni a Canadian paper to tlnj 
oll'oct that the couii'any had sold hand at. 
seven dollars and a-half per ;uTe, for 
which tho purclniaers had been ollbred a 
much larger prico, and that hind had 
beon sold at similar low prices along the 
rotilo of the Pacific railway, and asking 
why the comp.uiy B lots svere not w ilhheld 
from sale until tho sites uf the new towns ■ 
were decided upon. 

The chairman o.'cplained that tbe com- 
pany had no land on tho aite of Kogiua 
and said that it was dit&cult and almost 
impossibJo to foretell whore a now town 
might spring u;). The directora kopl the 
fullest information possible at tho otlice 
regarding the company's land. 

After some further discussion, the re- 
solution for tho ado|)tion of the report 
WHS put, and carried. 

A vote uf thanks to the chainiian and 
directors closed tho proceedings.

AUTY.

There was a time. when the person who 
professed to predict future events were 
troatcd with tho utmost contempt by 
.Scientific Persons. These were called im- 
postors, and those who put trust in thom 
wore denounced us ignorant and foolish 
l)eople. Of lato there has beon a great 
change in tho attitude of iScieiititlc Per- 
sons in regard to prophecy. Thoy have 
themselves become prophets. At present 
thoy restrict thomaelves to predicting tho 
weather, but it ia hardly to be oxpoctod 
that they will long confine tlieinaelvea to 
a singlu hold, in that field, however, 
they prophesy with the utmost coolness 
and confidence, and there ia not a pro- 
fessional gypsy or asteologist livi'ig whrt 
is more bold and reckless than the last 
and niu.-il eniintuit of the Scientific Predic- 
tors of Weather. 

MR. VKNNOn's Wl'.AKNK.S.S. 

Mr. N'ennor was the leading weathar 
prophet a year ago, but this winter wo 
hear nothing of him. It must be confessed 
that aa a jjrophet he was a failure. Tho 
trouble with liini was that ho provided 
margins for his prophecies. For example, 
he wa.s in the liabit of predicting somo 
storms "on or about" the third, fourth or 
fifth day of a given month, and then if a 
storm really occurred within five or six 
days of that period he would claim that 
hi.-j prophecy was correct. This dissatis- 
fied the [leeplo. They felt tli.it Mr. Ven- 
iiMi- allowed himself too wido a margin 
for each prophecy. In fact, hi.'! weather 
prophecies wuro not much more dotinite 
thaii those of tho old- fashioned almanacs, 
in which, pooplo worn assured: that it 
would lio cold in the month of February 
and iiot in duly and August. 

THE NKW rUOl'HKT. 

The uiiiitakes of Mr. Vennoii have beita 
entirely avoided by a new Canadian pro- 
phet — Prof. Wiggins. Thoro is no un- 
certainty in the Itittcr pei-.ion's predictions 
and thoy are weakened by no niargiita. 
.Mon-over, ho understands that the pre- 
dieiioni of ordinary weather will no long- 
er attract attention, and ho has, there- 
fore, predicted a storm such as never yot 
has visited this eontinent. It is to reach 
the .Ulaiitic States on the 11th of March 
ne.\t, aad will destroy nearly everything 
czcept the hotels in tho inland mountain 
di.slriclH and in Upper Canada. 

K.VlHrV O.NLV IS MOSTHKAL. 

Prof. Wiggins knows all about this 
ijreat storm. He tolls ua tiiat it is to 
coino frmn the Pacific; that it will cross 
the narrow part of the continent south of 
the Rio Grande, and thai it will follow 
tho gulf stream until it reaches . Long Is- 
land, where its worst fury will expend 
itself. He urges the govfirnriont tn per- 
mit 110 hliipa tu leave tho harbor during 
tho period iiiimediatoly preceding tho ar- 
rival of the storm, and although ho does 
not osprossly adviso tho residents of the 
Atlantic slope to take board prior to tho. 
11th of March either in Montreal or In 
certain mountain hotels in Now Vork ond 
New Kngland, ho clearly intimates that 
■i'.ich a course will bo their only salva- 
tion. 

CLO.SK CALCU I..VTIO.V.S. 

This is certainly a straightforward pro- 
phecy, to w hich no exception can be taken 
on the score of vai.Muines.i. It is, how- 
ever, only a part of what Prof. Wiggins 
could predict if it. were made an object to 
linu. Ha knows all the dotaih of the 
groitt Hloriu. It is to strike the Pacific 
const at tlio western extremity of the 
Isthmus of Nicaragua, and will cross by 
the old Nicaragua route, tearing up tho 
earth on its was ho as to render tho work 
of coiistruoting the Nicaragua CMial more 
child's play. Prof. Wiggins hud origi- 
nally intended to bring his storm across 
tho Isthmus of Fanamn, but aa M. do 
Le<-seps failed to make liberal arrange- 
ments with liiin, he finally camo to an ar- 
rangonienl with the promoters of tho 
Nicaragua scliomo. On ri-a:hing th» 
gulf the storm will, as has been said, fol- 
lov, the gulf stream If, however, pro 
per iiiduconieiiU are uxtendtid to the pro- 
fessor, ho will urrangti lu bring the storm 
directly across the upper part of Florida, 
so as to facilitate the laaking of a ship 
canal across the peuiuDula. At 8:35 a.m. 
on March 11 the storm will strike Ijong 
Lsland, and in an instanl dalro;: all the 
inos([uitoes and nearly all tho summer 
boarding houses in the tliree ounties. 
.Vii enoi'uious tidal-wave will » i eep over 
the whole isliMid, with tho s( dtary ox- 
ceptinnof the E.state, the pri ^lerty of 
which being situated on tho li g;h table- 
land of Hempstead Plains, at a height of 
150 foot above the sea, will bo safe from 
a tidal-wave which, iu accordance with 
I'rnf. Wiggins' arrangement, will bo only 
1-15 feet high. The number of people 
wliM will perish in tliis great Hood can 
hardly be ostiinatod, but it will not fall 
sboit of 8,400, and Iho destruction of 
property will bo almost iucalculablo. 

Ol'KN TO OFFBB.1. 

From Long Island tho storm will pro- 
ceed to Now England by the old route 
from Cireenport to Newpoit, and will 
ravage Rhode Island, eastern Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire, Maine, and Nova 
Scotia. Prof, Wiggins is as yet undo- 
eidod lus to whether he ' ifvill send it to 
the north pole, whore it can do no harm, 
I ir whether ho will launch it against Great 
Britain, hut the probabilities are that, 
being n British subjijct, he will spare tho 
British islands, 

Theao mere mattora of detail tho pro- 
fessor has hitherto confided only to his 
most intimate friomls. it ia time, how- 
ever, that they should now be made pub- 
lic. Long Islaudera who cannot place 
thouiHelves under the protection of the 
Estate, and New Englaiulcrn generally, 
will do well to write to Prof. Wiggins at 
once, asking him to give them the ad- 
dreaae.? of country boarding-houaca and 
Montreal hotid.i where they can aeok 
refuge during tho storm, Thoy cannot 
feel too grateful to him for the warning 
which he has given them, and tho public 
goncrally cannot oxpreas too forcibly thoir
